Claim 3, line 12, cites "at least one thermal property" 
however is this the same "at least one thermal property'^already referred to in line 5 of 
the claim ? A period is missing at the end of claim 6. Claim 1 0, line 4, appears to have a 
typographical error as it cites "silicon wafer" which should be "silicon wafer". Claim 126, 
line 4, cites "said 6 or more samples" which should be "said 5 or more samples". Claim 

157 cites "the at least 5 samples" which lacks antecedent basis in claims 5 and 6. Claim 

158 cites "the at least 5 sensors" and "the at least 5 samples" both of which lack 
antecedent basis in claims 5 and 6. Claims 159-161 and 163, each cite "the at least 5 
samples" which lacks antecedent basis in claims 5 and 6. The examiner asks the 
applicant to better claim the limitations cited above. While the examiner understands the 
intentions of the applicant he feels confusion could be drawn from the limitations cited 
above. Appropriate correction is required.
